Hope to Recapture Glories of 
Ciipper Era. 


Wilmington, Del.—Development of 
new materials for use in ship con- 
struction will make today’s mod- 
ern liners appear hopelessly anti- 
quated in a few years, according 
to Dr. Ernest B. Benger, research 
chemist. 

“It is inevita 
tion under way in land transporta- 
tion, precipitated by superior struc- 
tural metals and power 
not stop where the land meets wa- 
ter,’’ he said. 

“The elements of change that in- 
troduced the faster, lighter, rustless, 
streamlined train and are relegating 
the so-called standard freight car to 
scrap, that changed the automobile 
from a rich man’s equipage to the 
average man’s necessity, 


are causing aviation engineers to 
think in terms of continents and 


oceans and 100-ton loads—these ele- 
ments of change are also going to 
give us ships faster, lighter, strong- 
er, safer and infinitely more eco- 
nomical in operation.” 

Dr. Benger said that if three per 
cent of the gross revenues of the 
United Siates merchant marine 
from foreign trade—estimated at 
$200,000,000 by the maritime com- 
mission—were spent for research by 
chemical industry, a battery of lab- 


oratories could be established for 
research on a scale now unknown 
in shipping. 

‘Intelligently applied research, on 
a scale ee ified by the size and im- 


portance cf our foreign shipping in- 
dustry,’’ w 
the ills of our merchant marine, 
research chemist said. 

Dr. Benger recalled that for more 
than a generation before the Civil 
war the American clipper ship was 
supreme on the world’s trade 
routes, with 90 per cent of Amer- 
ica’s ocean commerce carried in 
American vessels. He pictured a 
possible return to that supremacy 
with the aid of science. 


‘“‘Among the more than 10,000 new | 


metal alloys, the new plating proc- 
esses of the electro-chemist and the 
host of other materials of chemical 
origin now available, plus the new- 
est developments in power units— 
surely in this vast field of new 
things, as yet largely unexplored, 
can be found the stuff out of which 
commercial supremacy at sea may 
be fashioned,” le said.

COSTS RISE, WAGES 
DROP, SURVEY SHOWS 


Buying Power of Average 
Family Falls Slightly. 


Minneapolis. — Continued steady 
tise in home rentals and clothing 
prices during the third quarter of 
1937, together with a slight drop in 
average monthly wages earned, has 
erased most of the gains scored dur- 
ing the first half of this year in 
the buying power of the average 
American family, according to a 
study made by Northwestern Na- 
tional Life Insurance company. 

Living quarters for which the fam- 


ily paid $24 monthly in 1933 cost | 


$33.33 for September, 1937, on the 
basis of national averages, com- 
pared with $30.91 in January, 1937, 
and $32.58 at June levels. A further 


rise of at least 15 per cent is de- | 


clared necessary by realtors and 
building contractors, 


at present high costs is justified. 

Clothing prices have advanced on- 
ly 16 per cent from 1933 levels, but 
have scored almost half of this rise 
since September, 1936, thus rising 
almost as much in the past twelve 
months as in the preceding three 
vears. Clothing for which a wage- 
earning family budgeted $20 in 1933 
cost $21.76 for the same articles in 
September, 1936, $21.98 in January, 
| 1937, and $23.22 in September. 

Gasoline for the family car 
touched the highest consumer price 
since 1930, in August, reaching a 
national average price of 20.21 cents 
per gallon. 

Wholesale food prices soared into 
new high ground late in Septem- 
ber, but sharp drops in meats and 
cereal products in the first three 
weeks of October, and smaller re- 


cessions in other products, more 
than wiped out the increase. Sep- 


tember average retail food prices 
were only nominally above those of 
January; food for which the wage- 
earning family budgeted $30 per 
month in 1933 cost $38.22 at January, 
1937, prices, $39.00 in June, and 
$38.76 in September; thus food is 
the only item in the family budget 
to show any recession from mid- 
summer levels. 


Part of Eight Skeletons 


Found in Indian Grave 
Sandusky, Ohio. — Discovery of 
powdery, brittle fragments of hu- 
man bones in a shallow grave on 
nearby Kelley’s island in Lake Erie 
has produced a mystery. 

The bones apparently were those 
of Iroquois Indians who died two or 
three centuries ago. Part of eight 
skeletons have been removed from 
the excavation. Dr. Wilton M. Krog- 
man, professor of anthropology at 
Western Reserve wniversity, said 
the grave contained the bodies of an 
unborn baby, a child about a year 
old, a boy of twelve, a youth of 
eighteen, a woman and three men. 

Telephone linemen accidentally 
turned up a skull. Hasty excava- 
tions revealed the skeletons had lain 


untouched for years while plows 
furrowed the ground over and | 
around them. 

Nearby stands a great stone 


house, once inhabited by the settler 
for whom the island was named, 
now the sumiier home of the Do- 
minican Sisters of Adrian, Mich. 
Parts of the skeletons had been col- 
lected for Dr. Krogman by Sister 
Marie Lambert. From them he at- 
tempted to piece together the story 
of the Indians. He explained that 
the Indians might have been mem- 
bers of a family, buried together. 


“Missing Link” Found 


in Cave Near Salt Lake 
Washington.—The discovery of an 
American ‘‘missing link’’ in a cave 
near Great Salt lake was announced 

| today by Dr. Julian H. Stewart, 
Smithsonian institution archeologist. 


The skeleton may be the oldest 
ever found on ‘this continent, Dr. 
Stewart said. ‘The remains were 


those of an infant whose body was 
buried in the cave from 5,000 to 12,- 
000 years ago, he said.

Heavens Discovered to 
Glow With Invisible Ray 
Fort Davis, Texas.--Dr. Otto 

Struve, joint director of the Mount 

Locke observatory in the Davis 

mountains and the Yerkes cbserva- 

tory of the University of Chicago, 
discovered that the midnight sky is 
lighted up with infra-red rays that 

dim the stars. The only trouble is 

that the human eye can’t see the in- 

fra-red. ‘ 

A new camera installed at the ob- 
servatory here was responsible for 
the discovery. The camera has a 
spherical mirror and a thin lens of 
ultra-violet glass. 

“Dr. C. T. Elvey and I used this 
instrument for photographing the 
sky with infra-red plates sensitive 
to radiations intermediate between 
the reddest visible rays and the 
heat rays,’’ Dr. Struve said. 

“We found to our surprise that the 
night sky is constantly luminous in 
infra-red light so that if our eyes 
were sensitive to these radiations 
they would see the sky as a lumi- 
nous surface upon which the stars 
would appear relatively pale.’’
